Official Abandoned H o p e 


When First Shells Began to 
Fall Around Hill 


Shanghai—OP)—Harrowing tales of 


escapes from death at the hands oof 
awless bestial Cantonese soldiers, in- 
flamed against foreigners, were relat- 
ed Saturday by Nanking refugees ar- 
riving at Shanghai on the steamers 
Kungwo and Wenchow. The number 
of refugees brought by the two steam- 
ers totalled 220. 


Mrs. John K. Davis, wife of the Uni- 


ted States consul, was still shaken by 
the ordeal. She told of the flight of 
Americans including herself and her 
two children 
from the 
consulate, 


where Cantonese threatened to kill all 
"oreigners. Mrs. Davis and her chil- 
dren arrived with nothing save the 
clothes on their backs. 


Thursday morning, she related, 23 


Americans were gathered at the con- 
sulate—she and Mr. Davis and their 
two children, Vice Consul Paxton, six 


missionary men, a marine officer and 
11 marines. The marines had come 
ashore Tuesday to guard the consu- 
late. 
Mr. Davis ordered the marines to 


put away their arms as it might pro- 
voke an attack. 


At 10 o'clock Thursday morning 


word was received that Cantonese 
troops had begun looting, then it was 
reported the Britisli and Japanese con- 
suls had been killed and consulates 
looted. Mr. Davis ordered the men to 
resume their arms and the party start- 
ed for Socony hill, which had been 
designated as the concentration point, 
with the stars and stripes at the head.

sulate when soldiers in Nationalist 
uniforms fired on them. They kept up 
constant sniping.

ical laboratory, but in a shop, where 
special engines, ranging from ono to 
six and eight cylinders, are being run 
day and night for the testing of some 
peculiar idea or hunch of an eng'ineer. 
ENGINE MAY BE REDESIGNED 
In connection 
with this, fuel re- 


search, tho research 
engineers are 


trying to find ways of improving de- 
sign of the engine to increase its ef- 
llcicncy. 


* 
At one research laboratory a spe- 


cial two-cylinder engine is being run 
with tubes reaching from ,the combus- 
tion chambers to burettes where the 
exhaust gases can be measured. Tho 
idea is to discover the type or grade 
of mixture that goes- into eacli cyl- 
inder. 


This engine at the same time per- 


mits the engineer to discover a way 
of redesigning the intake manifold so 
that equal mixtures of gas and air 
may be delivered in equal proportions 
to all cylinders. This is one of the 
biggest problems of the engineer to- 
da'y. for it is well known that present 
design permits one or two cylinders 
to get more gas than is needed, while 
the others may get less, producing 
considerable waste and inefficiency. 


Another one-cylinder engine is de- 


signed so that gases may be caught 
at the flash point, or just before the 
combustion, to study what happen? 
to the mixture as it enters the cylin- 
der. 


Still another one-cylinder engine is 


arranged so that compression can be 
varied. Alongside this is a valve and 
double cup 
apparatus by 
which a 


standard fuel of which all character- 
istics are known and also au untested 
fuel are permitted to enter the engine. 
By valving first one gas and then the 
other into the cylinder, the engineer 
seeks to determine the knock char- 
acteristics of the test fuel. 
BETTER EFFICIENCY IS NEEDED 
1 One engineer is "devoting his ef- 
forts entirely to redesigning the cyl- 
"imjer head so 'as to raise^cbmpression 
and power of the engine,'without af- 
fecting tho efficiency of. the fuel in 
combustion. 


Another is trying to improve the 


carburetor, the seat of numerous fam- 
iliar troubles. 


Still others seek better methods of 


regulating the mixture of air and 
gas which is fed to the cylinders. Ef-

plause of the American people. There is 
no reason why we of all nations should 
have to .submit to indignity and assassina- 
tion by the-Chinese. Furthermore, it is 
good-to see a display of genuine old-fash- 
ioned, bardrbpiled Americanism. It takes 
us back to the^days of Grover Cleveland 
and Theodore Roosevelt^ when American 
prestige, American rights 'arid the lives of 
American nationals meant something in 
our foreign relations. It makes the croak- 
ings of our .pacifists, isolationists and ob- 
structionists recede faintly and dimly in- 
to the distance. 
If Mr. Borah and some 


others'want to know why it was neces- 
sary to send warships and marines to 
Shanghai, they have the answer in Ad- 
Airal Hdugh's ultimatum a'nd "the uncer- 
tain fate of hundreds of American man, 
•jvomen and children in interior China ex- 
posed to the fur}- of oriental fanaticism, 
stimulated by Russian bolshevism. 


THE LEGISLATIVE SESSION 
The legislature has 
been in session 


nearly three months and little to its cred- 
it is yet to be recorded. True, it authoriz- 
ed the appropriation of additional funds 
for 
completing the tuberculin test of 


cattle, but that was merely responding to 
'a routine duty. 
Most of the time has 


been taken up with fruitless discussion of 
resolutions concerning foreign affairs and 
other policies of the federal government 
which are none of its concern, with reso- 
lutions of inquiry, the conducting of in- 
vestigations and other incidentals. There 
have been silly performances like the re- 
fusal of the assembly to give Senator 
Lenroot credit for his great work in be- 
half" of the dairy interests of Wisconsin. 
Such exhibitions of prejudice and narrow- 
mindedness are childish in the extreme. 
"VVeliave heard of a lot of talk abcrat what 
,ve ought to do in Mexico and Nicaragua, 
' and in opposition to the world court. We 


have had^a piolonged investigation of the 
highwayYtlcpafrtincnt with/" inconclusive 
results, arid-a fight in a senate committee 


which made both the committee and the 
senate the laughing stock of the state. 


While all this by-play has been going 


on. nothing has been done of constructive 
benefit to the state. 
The all-important 


questions of taxation, economy and busi- 
ness administration of state affairs have 
received comparatively no attention. Not 
a thing has been done yet toward institut- 
ing a responsible budget system in state 
expenditures, or in revising taxes down- 
ward, or in giving relief to the' classes 
who were notorious!}* 
discriminated 


against by the last tax measure under 
Governor Elaine.*- Conservation is ignor- 
ed as though it were of no consequence to 
anyone. Indeed, most of the measures 
covered in the governor's message to the 
legislature remain untouched. 
Three 


months have been wasted in controversy, 
political maneuvers and reprisals, and in 
the debating of senseless proposals. Up" 
to date, the people would have been much 
better off had the legislature not been in 
session. It* is a costly two-ring circus. 
Why can't the legislature settle down and 
transact its business as a body of repre- 
sentative citizens should do? Or is it bent 
on demonstrating its incompetence by 
liblding to its present "course to the end? 


REGULATING THE DEER SEASON 


A bill has passed the assembly of the 


legislature which would advance the deer 
hunting season to November 10th, and 
which would permit the killing of does. 
This measure can have but one effect, if 
not one purpose, namely, to make it easier 
for hunters to kill deer. We have passed 
the point in Wisconsin in our experience 
with hunting of all kinds and with conser- 
vation where we ought to tolerate such a 
law on the statute books. It is contrary 
to common sense "and.tcrthe experience of 
other states. It 'is wrong because it will 
hasten 'the extermination of deer in Wis- 
consin. This it will dp by inviting more 
hunters both from within and without the 
state to flock to the northern woods at a 
season when the weather and conditions 
are more favorable to the hunter. More- 
over, it is .during 'the' heavy-rutting "sea- 
son when does will unquestionably be 
killed by the hundred. 


If it is the desire of the people and the 


policy\>f the state to destroy our deer as 
rapidly as possible, this bill should be 
passed. The policy of the state, however, 
should be \o protect deer and to make 
their killing as difficult as possible. Every 
obstacle should be put'in the \vay~of 'the 
hunter that will afford/protection^ and'yet 
give him a "chance" to gefone deer." Our 
laws for the conservation, ^oi wild life 
should be so rigid, and their enforcement 
so strict, as to make it almost impossible 
for hunters to go into the woods and 
bring back game; indeed, the less the bet- 
ter. The killing of deer is almost solely 
a sport. There is no need to take-them 
for food, and~that-is-not the principal ob- 
ject. Much of the ^carcass is "generally 
given away, and often much of it is not 
used. Deer are worth more to Wisconsin 
alive than dead. 


A good many of our politicians are 


deer hunters. This may account for the 
drafting of such bill as that which ^has 
passed the assembly, arid for other de- 
plorable laws in the past which have done 
anything but promote genuine1 conserva- 
tion of wild life. As a rule only the hunt- 
ers are heard in questions of , this kind. 
True, the Izaak Walton league and simi- 
lar organizations take a hand, but they 
cannot of themselves control legislation. 
It is time 
the people of Wisconsin 


began to take a real interest in conserva- 
tion and to demand laws that are in their 
interest rather than in the interest of a 
few. 
In the conservation of deer, we can 


learn something from Pennsylvania, and 
from other states which are taking up the 
problem with a real desire to protect 
game and to serve public interests.

THE CITS HOME GARDEN 


Washington, p. C.<— In the greater 


part of the United States the time 
is at hand for getting out the spade, 
hoe, 
and rake and starting a little 


preliminary work in the garden. That 
is, unless your "home is tin a 
city 


apartmen^ and your garden is a box 
on a window ledge, and all the tools 
you need are all wrapped up in one 
little old kitchen knife. 


But the gardening season is here 


and the gardening 
urge _is 
upon 


everybody. The urge may not 
be 


translated interaction, but pyscholo- 
gists long ago recognized that at this 
season of the year normal 
human 


beings have an impulse to plant 
Something and watch it grow. It 
seems to be concomitant \ :th the as- 
cending sap trees,, shrubs,.and-other 
perennials. To-'a-'certain degreeMt 
is an economic urge — folks like to 
think they can grow their own vege- 
tables and save on the family budget. 
In this idea they are supported by 
governmen| experts who say that 
fresh vegetables for an average fam- 
ily may be grown upon a back lot 
with an area of 30 by 60 feet. 


The use of fresh vegetables adds 


variety to the diet and improves the 
health of'those who use them. That 
goes without saying even, though it 
be enunciated" in a ponderous "gov- 
ernmental tome. It is almost 'equally 
obvious that the production of vege- 
tables in the home garden eliminates 
transportation and distribution costs 
and solves the marketing problem. 
Also it is to be noted that the city 
home gardens utilize idle land 
and 


spare time for food production, and 
that thousands of acres of idle land 
that may be used for gardens are 
still available within the boundaries 
of our large cities, and the residents 
of those cities may profitably devote 
themselves to urban farming. 


Trie many thousands of city gar- 


dens, fully fifty per cent- of which 
were started during the World War 
when the big drive was on to pro- 
duce and to economize as much as 
possible, have played an important 
part in providing a substantial in- 
crease in the food supply of the'coun- 
try. This statement is on the author- 
ity of the experts of 
the United 


States Department of Agriculture who 
go on to say that it is essential the 
work so well started should continue 
and that the many thousands of acres 
of unoccupied lard in and around our 
cities should be utilized for food pro- 
duction. 
EXPERIMENTAL STAGE PASSED 


"The experimental stage of city 


gardening has been passed," says a 
bulletin, which \tells you everything 
except how to handle your hoe, "and, 
in the language of one of the state 


workers, the city garden movement 
will not have achieved its fullx pur- 
pose until all suitable lands are util- 
ized and every family table is fully 
supplied. 


"The city back-yard of vacant-lot 


garden provides a supply of vege- 
tables at home without transportation 
or handling costs. Vegetables _,from 
the home garden are ' fresher and 
more palatable than those 
brought 


from a distance. Many persons who 
work in offices, stores, and factories 
have time mornings 
and 
evenings 


that may well be devoted to the col- 
tivation of a garden, thus utilizing 
spare time and idle land for food pro- 
duction. The home vegetable gaiden 
should be a family interest, and all 
members of the family who ,are able 
to do so should, take part/in its-cul- 
tivation. There _is no better form of 
outdoor exercise than moderate work- 
ing in the home garden, and few 
lines of recreational work will give 
greater returns for the time employ- 
ed." 


City gardens are of three general 


types — back-yard gardens, vacant- 
lot gardens, and community gardens. 
The first mentioned is to be preferred 
as a rule, because it is convenient and 
easily guarded. But just because you 
have a back-yard do not jump to thj 
conclusion that it can be converted 
into a good garden. It will not be 
worth bothering with if it is not so 
situated as to get the sunshine at 
least five hours each bright day, if 
there is rock but a few inches below 
the surface, if there is not sufficient 
moisture, if it is ground where a fill 
has been made with cinders, broken 
brick or if the original soil has been 
burled with materials 
upon 'which 


weeds will not grow^ Nor should you 
plant a garden under or near large 
trees that will steal all the moisture 
and plant food from the crops. 


If .you can have it made to order, 


so to speak, your garden plot should 
be tevil, or gently sloping toward the 
south or southeast. 
The 
drainage 


should be good, but the land should 
not be so steep as to wash during 
rains. The location should be higher 
than adjoining land to 
safeguard 


against frost. The ideal soil is a dark 
sandy loam with a rather retentive 
subsoil, and should be deep and break 
up loose and mellow when plowed or 
spaded. And in planning your garden 
bear in mind that the rows of plants 
should run north and south, if it is 
possible, and that it should be so ar- 
ranged that the tall-growing plants 
will not shade the smaller ones. 


GET AN EXPERT'S ADVICE 
Volumes have been written about 


preparing the soli, the use of manure, 
fertilizer, and lime, the selection of 
seeds, starting early plants in win- 


dow boxes, coldframes, or 
hotbeds, 


and the general care of the garden 
once it. has been started, but the wis- 
est course to follow, if you have had 
no experience in growing a garden, 
:s to get the advice of some o'ne who 
has had. If you can get hoW of an 
expert, all the better. Get a man who 
knows something about the soil with 
which you have to deal, what treat- 
ment it needs, what crops it will-pro- 
duce the; most

different kinds of vegetables should 
be grown in the city home garden. 
These should be chosen with the idea 
of securing the greatest food value 
from a limited area. Some of the im- 
portant food crops, such as Irish po- 
tatoes, peas, and sweet corn, require 
too much space for a small garden, 
but they should of course be included 
if the size of the garden permits. 


Local conditions vary to such a de- 


gree that each gardener must select 
his ciops according to his soil, space 
and the requirements of hi., family. A* 
succession of plantings 
of certain 


vegetables, will produce a continuous 
supply, while otheis may be grown 
between the main crops, thus making 
the land do double duty. The govern- 
ment experts &ay that most amateurs 
show a tendency to plant too "hcav-.ly 
to lettuce and radishes, and that an 
adequate supply of" these vegetables 
can be grown in the rows between the 
plants or hills of other c.ops. Most 
beginners, it is stated, also attempt 
'too many varieties and kinds of vege- 
tables. They "would do better to con- 
fine themselves to a few standard 
sorts, leaving the novelties to those 
who have plenty of land and time at 
their disposal.

LABOR FACTORS IMPORTANT 
The difficulty with the railroad in- 


dustry, cither for investment or em- 
ployment, is the labor situation. Most 
railroads arc under " domination 
of 


sonic one labor union. This is un- 
foitunato both for the stockholders 
and for any ambitious employes or 
officials. 
In a way this is also true 


of street railways and in some sec- 
tions it may be true ol" telephone 
companies. Many lailroail and sticet 
railiway companies pay fiom 50 per 
cent to SO per cent of all their earn- 
ings to labor; while water companies, 
gas companies and electric power 
companies pay only fiom 20 per cent 
to -10 per cent of their earnings to 
labor. Moreover, the labor employed 
by water, gas and clectiic companies 
is usually bettor paid. As a result, 
water, gas and electric companies as 
a lulo do not suffer from inteifcrence 
by union labor leaders. 
Some say 


that the time will come when all pub- 
lic utilities will be unionized. Pcihaps. 
so—but if this time ever comes the 
water, gas and electric companies can 
easily meet any demands of labor be- 
cause their labor item and labor ex- 
pense Is comparatively small. 


Another great 
advantage which 


certain public utility companies have 
is that the greater the output the low- 
er the cose per xmit of water, gas or 
electricity manufactured. Hence ah 
tho business of these companies grows 
tho price of the product can be re- 
duced and 
wages can be increased 


without any decrease in net earnings. 
With railroad and telephone compan- 
ies this is not true. Kailroad rates 
must bo raised as wages are raised, 
while telephone rates must be raised 
as the number of subscribers increase. 
This is no criticism of biich compan- 
ies; but, it is far better to have one's 
money or one's-selt at work for a 
company tho profits of which increase 
—rather than decrease—as tfie num- 
ber of customers increase. For 
in- 


stance, the cost of doing business, per 
customer, decreases with an electric 
company as tho number of customers 
increase. With a, telephone company 
the reverse is true, namely, the cost 
of doing business, per customer, in- 
creases with a telephone company as 
tho number of customers increase. 


This is another reason why keen in- 


vestors^prefcr electric light and pow- 
er securities more than telephone se- 
curities, and why the former coin- 
panics offer better opportunities for 
employment.

For such 
service elcctiic companies will get a 
monthly charge in addition • to

Shrine to Be Erected at 
Lin- 


coln City Where Lincoln 
Spent parly Years - ; 


Lincoln City, Iiid—W)—A national 


shrine Is to be reared at the Indiana 
scene where Abraham Liincoln spent 
his formative years and -where, his 
mother lies buried. 


At the age of seven, Lincoln came 


with his parents from Kentucky into 
the wilderness just north of tho Ohio 
river where this village now stands. 
All tho schooling he had was obtained 
here, and in the arjacent hills ana| 
woodlands he learned the pioneer ait 
of lail splitting.

He was nine when he helped his 


father hew the rude coffin in which 
Nancy Hanks Lincoln, his mother, 
was buried under the elms and oaks. 


Today two tombstones stand where 


Lincolns could put 
only a humble 


wooden marker, and a modest htone 
behind the village school house desig- 
nates the site of one of the two log 
cabins in which tho Lincolns lived 
until Abe was 21. 


The first of the stones now stand- 


ing at Nancy fianks' grave was not 
elected until after Lincoln's death. 
Its inscription tells that it honors' 
"Nancy Hanks Lincoln, Mother of 
President Lincoln, died Oct. 5, A. D. 
ISIS, Aged 35 Tears." The' other stone, 
erected later outside the iion fence 
which encloses the grave, is head- 
high and broader. 


About this unimposing scene In- 


diana purposes to build a nobler sym- 
bol of Lincoln's Hoosier years. Rich- 
ard Liebcr, director of the state de- 
partment of conservation, heads' the 
committee of 125 appointed by Gov-

The glass consists of three thick-

plate glass, bound together with thin 
strips of transparent celluloua mat«- 
tlal. The same .solid thickness could 
be pierced easily by a bullet, but 
laboratory employes who have fired a 
barrage of shots at the new glass, In 
a test extending over several weeks, 
have found their bullets halted by the 
mobile mass.
